“From an Indian hunting grouna 
tu an advanced civilization seconu 
to none in the world inhabited by 
two millions of people with all the 
social, educational and material 
advantages of modern life—with 
14,000 miles of railway lines ~ 
what has happened in the Canauian 
West has no parallel in human 
history. That achievement has been 
built primarily on a consistently 
increasing production of wheat anu 
the native virility of the people o1 
the West. What alibi is needed?” 

Concluding with the expression 
of his view that “the conditions un- 
der which farming is carried on 
makes succesaf{ul mass action im- 
possible, Our recent great attempt 
at mass action in marketing his 
proved # colossal failure,’ Mr 
Otiver believed that an attempt to 
hold the farmer to wheat growing 
when wheat has ceased to be pro 
fitable would not be well advised; 
nor would the advice be good to 
cease growing wheat becausw the 
gross volume of production in a 
certain season has depressed the 
price,’ and, while it was Mr Oli 
ver’s conviction “that there is a 
fight on, that it is a world struggle 
and that every legilimate interest 
in business in Canada is concernea 
{n aiding the Western farmer to 
hold Canada’s place in the whicat 
markets of the world, 
that is economically possible,” he 
was equally confident in his con- 
clusion that “the same spirit that 
made the West is still alive, and 
that it is the country’s safest de- 
pendence for the successful work 
ing out of the complex problems ot 
the day.”

Mr Oliver gave, briefly, the sta-

PROCLAMATION OF THE CENSUS BY THE GOVERNOR GENERAL 

George the FIFTH, by the Grace of God, of Great Britain, Ireland 
and the British Dominions beyond the Seas KING, Defender of the 
laith, Emperor ot India, 

To all to whom these presents shall come, or whom the same may in 
anywise concern:— Greeting: 

A PROCLAMATION— W Stuart Edwards, Deputy Minister of Justice 
Whereas in and by “The Act Respecting the Dominion.. Bureau of Sta- 
tistics” it is amongst other things in effect enacted that a census of 
our Dominion of Canada shall be taken by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics! under the direction of Our Minister of Trade and Commerce 
of Canada on a date in the month of June im the year one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-one to be fixed by Our Governor General in 
Council, 

And whereas it is therein further enacted that the details of inform- 
ation and \procedure to be followed tor the obtaining thereof, the forms 
to be used and the period at which, an@ the Hates mwitr reference tp, 
which, the census shall be taken, statistics and information collected 
whether generally or for any specified localities requiring to be excep- 
tionally dealt with in any of these rspects, shall, subject to the provi: 
sions of the said Act be as Our Governor General i Council irects. 

And whereas it is of tre utmost Importance te the iaterest of all 
people of the Dominion of Canada that this Census should be complete 
and accurate. 

Now Know Ye, that We by and with the advice of Our Privy Council 
for Canada, do by this Our proclamation, hereby make known that
